coastguard crew, searching among the

Boston, March 14—In an 
extremely 


important opinion, having a 
direct 


bearing upon the method of taking the 
decennial census next year and the re- 
apportioning of State senatorial and 
representative districts in 1926, the full 
bench of the Supreme Judicial Court 
holds that legal voters as referred to in 
the Constitution are registered vot- 
ers . Persons 
not registered, but 


otherwise qualified to vote, are 
not 


legal voters in the sense used by the 
Constitution, under the opinion. 


Under the Constitution • it is neces- 


sary to take a decennial census of the 
inhabitants of the Commonwealth, but 
the opinion of the court renders un- • 
necessary a census oi qualified voters ! 
upon which in the past the apportion- 
ing-of senatorial and representative 
districts has been made. As the lat- 
ter part of the census work can now 
be eliminated, it Is believed that near- 
ly $1,000,000 can.be saved to. the Com- j 
mon wealth.

From an electric generator, he ex- 
plains he-delivers energy into the eartrr which is transmitted 
to great distances with-smaller losses than now occur in short 
wire circuits, and which can be drawn and used for illumina- 
tion, machinery, ships^and aircraft by anyone who has the 
proper electrical key. .

A population of 
1,000,000 beavers when the region was first visited by white 
men, had dropped to nothing. Then4he plan was tried of turn- 
ing loose about 34 beavers brought from far away. They were 
protected and allowed complete freedom. That region now has 
an estimated population of 20,000 beavers.

Meeting the demand for furs for women remains a problem. 


But its solution is approaching in the development of profi- 
table fur ranching and in the discovery that the supply of fur 
is increased and not decreased by protection of the animals 
concerned.

INLAND WATERS 


. Augusta, Me.—The smelt law, passed 
.at the last session of the Maine legis- 
lature, forbidding the taking of smelts 
in any waters of the state except by 
hook and line, does not affect inland 
waters, according to an opinion ren- 
dered by Attorney General iRansford 
W. Shaw. 
--"This legislation was proposed by 
the. Sea and Shore Fisheries Commis- 
^sion to prevent the dipping of smelts- 
| in tide waters, and, investigation shows 
that the interested parties inadvcr- 
^enly used 'water*1 instead of 'tide 
waters' when the bill was "drawn and 
the error was not discovered," sjiy;; 
Attorney General Shaw in his opinion. 


"I therefore, advise that Section 26 


of Chapter 213, public laws of 1917 as 
amended, is still In force. Statutes 
may be repealed by the enactment of 
new laws, but only when the new law 
expressly repeals or where the repeal 
Is affected by necessary implication, 
if 


advise that it was not the intention of 
the legislature to repeal Section 26 of 
Chapter 219, public-laws ot 1917, by 
amending Section 74 of Chapter 45 of 
the revised statutes."
